Based on the descriptions in documents 4-8, the inventions of claims 19-22 lack an myentive step 
Document 7 describes a method for bonding multiple silicon carbides into a single unit that can be 
used for forming composite fomied products, and describes as prior art technology in which siUcon 
carbide parts are bonded together by first placing carbo n between two or more parts in the fomi of a 
paste of flour, carbon, charcoal and casein glue: heating in the place the paste to form a carbon 
skeleton; and, exposing the carbon skeleton to sihcon at a temperature of at least 1800 °C. It also states 
that the siUcon impregnates the carbon skeleton forming a siUcon carbide and sihcon weld or jomt. 

Document 8 is a method for electrically bonding mutual ceramic members of siUcon carbide that 
contain metaUic siUcon, and describes a nieans by which metaUic siUcon is removed firom the butting 
surfaces of the ceramic members beforehand to make the surfaces pdrous. 
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
